Cultivation  of  Beets.  — -The  seed  should  be  sown  from  as  soon  as  the  ground  can  be  worked  in  spring  until  July  1st,  in  soil  that  has  been 
well  trenched  and  manured.  Let  the  rows  be  about  18  in.  apart,  thin  them  to  allow  about  9 in.  between  the  plants,  and  keep  the  soil  well  cultivated 
during  the  summer.  1 oz.  of  seed  will  sow  50  ft.  of  drill,  5 to  0 lb.  per  acre.

Hints  on  Culture.  — Perennial.  Few  plants  are  more  generally  liked  than  the  Verbena,  as  it  makes  a first-class  bedder,  brilliant  in  colours, 
excellent  habit,  and  of  long  duration  in  bloom.
